The Crawford County Board of 
Commissioners has taken action to 
organize and unify focal civic 
organizations In Opposition to recent 
actions by the AuSable Manistee 
Action Council (AMAC) against the 
Michigan Department of Military 
Affairs at Camp Grayling. 

Atits Wednesday, July 27 meeting, 
board Chairman Dennis Long said he 


had received numerous inquiries from 
local groups as to what could be done 
io show unified support for the National 
Guard, 

Long was referring to a recent 
lawsuit filed in U.S, District Court in 
Grand Rapids on behalf of AMAC, 
requesting an injunction prohibiting 
the construction of a multi-purpose 
range complex until an updated 
enviornmental impact statement 1s 
completed, and until National 
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Environmental — Policy Act 
requirements have been met. 

“We have a multitude of civic 
groups in opposition to AMAC’s most 
recent action,” Long said. “I have 
received calls from the Lake Margrethe 
Property Owners, the Motel Owners 
Association, the Grayling Area 
Visitors Council, the City Council, the 
Regional Chamber of Commerce, the 
Canoe Livery Owners Association and 
the Grayling Township Board. 
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“The military is the backbone of 
the community,” Long added. “They 
have a long-reaching effect on the 
community. I urge the board of 
commissioners to continually support 
the military, 

“Local civic, business and 
government groups have looked to the 
board of commissioners to address 
this issue,” Long said. “They look to 
us to be the hub of the wheel; to be the 
spokesman for a unified community.”

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Lobsinger appointed 
animal control officer

By vote of the Crawford County 
Boardof Commissioners, there is again 
an official county animal control 
officer to do routine patrol for locating 
and picking up stray animais, and to 
enforce county ordinance dealing with 
animal control, 

Former assistant animal control 
officer Dixic Lobsinger was hired by 
the county board to fill the vacant post 
at its July 27, bi-monthly meeting. 
Lobsinger will begin her duties 
immediately following the acquisition 
of proper equipment. 

“Tin anxious to start the job,” 
Lobsinger said. “Dike looking out for 
the animals, Tgeta lot of calls about 
animals. Now I have the authority to 
do something about it, [want to make 
people responsible for their pets.” 

Lobsinger is currently the director 
of the Animal Shelter of Crawford 
County, located on M-72 East. 

‘The terms of the biring agreement 
state thal Lobsingcr will work 20 hours 
per week as anon-union employee. At 
her disgression, Lobsinger is also 
authorized to respond to emergency 
situations when not on active duly. 

The board of commissioners also 
authorized the hiring of an assistant 
animal control officer for up to 10 
hours per week. The assistant will 
help Lobsinger when two people are 
required to properly perform the duties 
in Lobsinger's absence. 

She will report directly to the board 
of commissioners. 

Lobsinger will not be authorized to 
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Dixie Lobsinger 


enforce state animal control laws 
without first being deputized by 
Crawford County Sheriff’ David 
Lovely, who says he has no intention 
of deputizing her untess she becomes 
an employee of his department. 

“Tbefieve the animal controtofficer 
is an extension of the sheriff 
department,” Lovely stated. “Ecan't 
authorize anyone to bea sworn depuly 
if they're not in my deparument.” 

Lobsinger said the county animal 
control ordinance is very sunilar to 
state animal control laws, so. there 
should be few tastances when she has 
to refer problems back to the sheriff 
depariment. 


All calls to the animal control 
officer must yo through Crawford 
County Central Dispatch at 348-634 1. 
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The board voted to establish a 
committee to, “do everything to 
balance the needs of the Department 
of Military Affairs and the bestinterests 
of the citizens of the community.” 

“We're not hurting the 
community,” said Dan Alstott, 
president of AMAC. “We're trying lo 
clean up the mess at Camp Grayling. 
In my opinion, they have formed their 
opinions based on lies and innuendo. 
They’re not going to change what 
we're doing.” 

Commissioner Lawrence Mattis 
was appointed as the board's official 
representative on the committee. 
According to Long, other 
organizations will be invited to also 
have a representative. 

The first mecting of the group was 
set for Thursday, August 4 at 8 a.m. at 
the Grayling Holiday Inn. 

Long said he had asked cach group 
that has contacted him to formulate an 
official position statement regarding 
National Guard training at Camp 
Grayling. 

“Thechamber has not formulated a 
policy statement, but I do know the 
execulive board was very much in 
support of the formation of this 
committee,” said Grayling Regional 
Chamber of Commerce Director 
Deborah Allen. “We look forward to 
working with the other community 
groups to support the National Guard’s 
efforts.” 

‘Any substantive information from 
this committee should be forwarded to

office,” Long said. “The overall 
economic and environmental impact 
has to be addressed in opposition to 
AMAC, It’s time we get the collective 
pointof view of the majority out. We're 
not anticAMAC.” 

Long stated the immediate purpose 
of the committee is to ensure the 
approximately $8.5-million multi- 
purpose range complex project goes 
forward on schedule. 

“It might be necessary to bring 
litigation against AMAC,” Long said, 
“to their stand against the DMA and 
the current environmental impact 
statement. 

“The project needs to be put in 
motion by Sept. 30th,” he added. “If 
it’s not Started by then, they lose that 
money. We're confident the current 
environmental impact statement 
addresses the problems,” 

Long said the new multi-purpose 
training range will cause fewer 
environmental problems than the range 
currently in use.

Goodale loses bid to 
remain on county board

According to preliminary results 
collected Tuesday evening, neither 
republican incumbent commissioner 
Loren Goodale, nor republican 
Grayling Township Trustee Melvin 
Nunn will be on the November general 
election ballot after their losses in the 
Aug. 2 primary to challengers John 
Hartman and Lynnette Corlew. 

All other incumbent 
commissioners will be in the 
November race for subsequent two- 
ycar terms. 

In the republican governor’s race, 
Gov. John Engler, running unopposed 
on the republican ticket, drew 750 
total county votes. Democrat Larry 
Owen received 190 votes to easily 
ouldistance democratic challengers 
Debbie Stabenow (130 votes), 
Howard Wolpe (86 votes) and Lynn 
Jondah] (57 votes). 

In county Commissioner races: 

City of Grayling volers in District 
#1 pave republican incumbent Dennis 
Long 1J1 votes to republican 
challenger Norman Bancroft’s 61 
voles. ‘There were no democratic 
candidates for the seat. 

“Lthink this victory reaffirms that 
people in this community pay more 
attention to deeds than they do to 
words,” Long said, “People are more 
aware ian they are given credit for.” 

District #2 voters defeated 
republican incumbent Loren 
Goodale’s bid to remain on the 
commission in favor of republican 
challenger Join Hartman, Hartman 
received 86 votes to Goxxdale’s 44. 
Repubhcan challenger Mary Elaine 
Harland recetved 33 votes, 

In District #3, republican William 
Coy received 67 votes to republican

ise iy Kids’ allergies nothing to sneeze at | 


The end of summer means more 
than back-to-school shopping to 
parents whose children suffer from 
ragweed allergies. For about 75 
percent of all children with allergies, 
the period frorn late’ summer to the 
first freeze is the most uncomfortable 
time of the year, 

The best way to cope with the 
sneezing, runny nose and irritated eyes 
is to anticipate the season and begin a 
management plan before the symptoms 
become severe, according to 
University of Michigan pharmacist 
Cary E. Johnson. 

“Seasonal allergies respond best 
when treated early,” said Johnson, 
associate professor of pharmacy and 
clinical pharmacist at the U-M. “If 
your child begins taking appropriate 
allergy medications when sneezing or 
nasal congestion first develops, the 
symptomscan often becontrolled more 
effectively. 

“One allergy medication — 
cromolyn nasal spray — should 
actually be started several weeks before 
the allergy season begins to be most 
effective in preventing or reducing 
nasal symptoms,” he added. 

About 20 percent of all children 
suffer from allergies, although many 
Cases are unrecognized, acccording to 
Johnson. Ragweed pollen is the most 
common allergen, but children also 
can be allergic to grass and tree pollen, 
mold, dust, animal dander, and other 
substances. 

Children can develop symptoms — 
frequent sneezing, runny nose and 
watery eyes — at any age. Left 
untreated, children with allergies also 
can develop sinus and ear infections, 
So it’s important not to ignore the 
symptoms, Johnson said. 

To treat allergies safely and 
effectively, Johnson offers the 
following recommendations: 

*Minimize your child’s exposure to 
substances that aggravate allergy 
symptoms. Cigarette smoke can be 
particularly irritating. 

*Don’t try to treat your child’s 
allergies yourself. Many over-the- 
counter medicines available without a 
prescription are too strong for young

After 120-miles and more than 14 
hours of paddling, Jim Harwood would 
find outhe had broken the 1988 record 
for the Weyerhacuser AuSable River 
Canoe Marathon. 

The 30-year-old paddler from Gray- 
ling and his partner Patrick Lynch, 30, 
of Shawinigan, Quebec finished the 
race from Grayling to Oscoda in 14 
hours, 12 minutes and 3 seconds — al- 
most 18 minutes ahead of the record 
set by Serge Corbin and Brett Stock- 
ton in 1988 (14:20:00). 

Even with their record time, Har- 
wood and Lynch finished fourth, as 
the Canadian team Corbin and Solo- 
mon Carriere smashed the record and

“Our goal is to be faster than 15- 
hours.” 

Everything, however, did not go 
right, and the 1994 Marathon was the 
firstof her 15 Marathon performances 
in which Witte did not finish the race. 
Her canoe was forced out of the race 


just short of Loud Dam, only four 


hours short of the Oscoda finish-line, 
when McKenzie became ill. 

Witte, 40, saw her first Marathon 
as a young child while vacationing at 
her parents cottage in ihe arca. The 
impression of the event stuck with her 
through the years, until age 25 when 
she entered her first Marathon. That 
race was the beginning of a tradition 
of excellence in which she has built a 
legacy of being possibly the premier 
female canoc racer in North Amcrica. 

“It's fun,” Witte said. “I really like 
it.” 

Canoe racing consumes her life 
and has permeated her full-time 
occupation as an elementary teacher 
at St. Peter’s Lutheran School in Mt. 
Clemens, where she teaches the second 
grade. 

“My kids gave mea big partly before 
school ended to wish me luck in this 
summer's races,” she said. “Some of 
them even come to the Marathon to 
cheer me on.” 


Besides the AuSable Marathon, 
Witte races each year in Le Classique 


de Canots, Qucbec’s three-day, three- 
stage canoe race, the 70-mile General 
Clinton Regatta in New York, (the 
three races make up the North 
American Marathon Canoe Racing 
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Championship “Triple Crown’), the 
annual Klondike Canoe Race on the 
AuSable and the U.S. National canoc 
races, this yearto be held in Columbus, 
OH on August 14, 

When Witte is not teaching, racing 
or practicing for a race, she serves as 
president of the Michigan Canoe 
Racing Association and secretary of 
the United States Canoe Association. 

In 1993, Witte finished in 17th 
position in Triple Crown standings. 
Until the recent Marathon she and 
various partners held several records. 
Witte and Connie Cannon set the 
women’s professional record of 
16:04:59 in 1991, Witteand Myers set 
the mixed-team pro record of 15:05 in 
1988, and Witte and Bev Gordon set 
the women’s amateur record of 17:37 
in 1983, 

Prior to this year’s race, Witte 
predicted her women’s pro record 
would fall. “They'll break 16-hours 
this year,” she said, 

The record was broken as predicted. 
Connie Cannon and Carrie Trudgeon 
smashed the record by more than 30- 
minutes with a time of 15:26:14. 

The only challengers to the 
women’s amateur record, Jaymic 
Respeckiand Nickie Rice, were forced 
out of the race prior to reaching Mio 
dam, so it sull stands. 

Witte still holds the second, third 
and fifth fastest times in the women’s 
division, and the fastest, third, fourth 
and fifth fastest umes in the mixed- 
team division. 

But, it was the mixed-team record, 
which she wanted to beat, that was on 
her mind this year. In Oscoda, after 
being forced outof the race Witte said, 
“Not finishing doesn’t make me feel 
good, but unfortunately it’s part of 
life. I’m certainly not discouraged 
from racing in future Marathons.”
